In re Claim 1, prior-art fails to disclose an organic semiconductor device comprising . . ./ 
steps of ". . .a bipolar organic semiconductor layer in which electrons and holes are movable... the 
organic semiconductor laver is an organic semiconductor photo-sensitive laver that generates 
pairs of electrons and holes through external irradiation of light."Therefore, the claimed device 
differs from prior art devices on this point and there is no evidence it would have been obvious to 
make this change.
